Hearkon, Whiskey Vendors. 


According to the law, as revised at the 
last session of Parliament, the Magistrate 
has the power to fine as high as $200 for 
the first offence, und in default of payment 
he may impose a sentence of six months’ 
imprisonment, with or without hard le- 
bour; on the second charge he may impose 
a fine of $400 with six months imprison- 
ment, and if fine be not paid, he may im- 
pose an aiditional six months with or with. 
out hard labor, 


Whiskev Pedlar Arrested. 


The police have been for some time on 
the look-out for a man named R. B, Lyons, 
a regular whiskey pedlar, and on 
last Sunday, night, about twelve 
o'clock, the police made a search of shis 
premises, and discovered that the flooring 
under the stove was removable, but so 
nicely matched as to almost challenge de- 
tection. Raising the boards, the sergeant 
found seven bottles of rye whiskey and a 
number of empty bottles, and then took 
Lyons in charge, He was arraigned before 
Major Dowling on Monday and pleaded 
guilty. His solicitor asked the clemeney 
of the court, and as the magistrate had the 
option of imposing as low a fine as $50, he 
urged that such be done in the case of his 
client, The magistrate remarked that he 
could never do thit, The law allowed him 
to impose a fine of $200, and he was going 
to give these whiskey men the full benefit 
in every case, There could be no partiality 
shown, and he would fine the prisoner the 
customary amount, $200, 


Coroner Needed. 


Section 82 of the Dominion Act provides 
that ‘’ The Stipendiary Mrgistrates under 
thi: Act, the Commisssoner and Assistant 
Commissioner of the North West Mounted 
Police Force, and such othor person or per- 
sons as the Governor-in-Council may, from 
time to trme approve, shall be coroners in 
and for the North West Territories,"" The 
present murder case shows the great necos- 
sity for the appoint ment of a coroner, to be 
resident in Calgary. As it is, there are 
ly fou coroners, one at Battleford, one 
MacLeod and two at Regina, In winter 
jt is not quite so urgent, but in warm 
weather, such as we have now, itis next to 
impossible to keep the corpse until the cor- 
oner arrives. We save several medical 
men here now. any of whom would make a 
good coroner, and we see no need for de- 
laying the appointment longer. Now that 
the necessity exists, we shall look for the 
Governor-in-Council to make an appoint-
